c. a means for positioning said stiff bases of said front and back covers and said stiff 
third leg such tiiat said carrying case can be opened and positioned upright for access 
to said carrying case's contents. 

Claim 47. (Currently Amended) The system and means as in claim 32, wherein said 
memorabilia holders are of the existing type or art that do not have the rod loops and 
wherein there is a separate attachable rod loop that is attached to said existing 
memorabilia holders such that said existing memorabilia holders are usable with said 
stand and said carrying case. 

Claim 48. (Currently Amended) The system and means as in claim 32, wherein said 
memorabilia holders are of the existing type or art that do not have the label tags and 
wherein there is a separate attachable label tag that is attached to said existing 
memorabilia holders for identifying the general contents of said memorabilia holders. 
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
